Production of bituminous coal and lignite in the week ended July 9, 
1983, as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 

9.201.000 short tons. This was a decrease of 2,307,000 short tons, 
or 20.0 percent from production in the previous week. Production in 
the corresponding week of 1982 was 9,115,000 short tons. Production 
is at lower levels due to miners' vacations which began last week. 
Bituminous coal and lignite production from January 1 through 
July 9, 1983 totaled 383,668,000 short tons, 14.4 percent below 
production in -the same period of 1982. 

Production of Pennsylvania anthracite in the week ended July 9, 
1983, as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 

57.000 short tons, a decrease of 6,000 short tons or 9.5 percent 
frcm production in the previous week. Production in the correspond- 
ing week of 1982 was 66,000 short tons. Anthracite production frcm 
January 1 through July 9, 1983 totaled 2,183,000 short tons, 16.7 
percent below production in the same period of 1982.
